Seven dedicated students learned the basics of year- 
book and newspaper production by spending long hours 
in journalism class as well as working on snow days and 
before or after school to create the 184 pages of the 
Reflector and special editions of the Charger. Future 
thesbians committed to long, difficult practices in order 
to compete in the VHSL One-Act Play competition in 
November. Despite receiving only a fifth-place rating, 
drama class continued and students learned even more 
about the world of theatre. 

Life skills were learned in home economics classes, 
where Knights were taught techniques to make every- 
day life easier. Wise County Vocational School offered 
practical and challenging courses in everything from 
sheet metal to cosmetology where students acquired 
actual on-the-job skills. 

Teachers, meanwhile, utilized hands-on activities, like 
mock trials in English 10 and dissection of frogs in 
biology, to keep students motivated and interested. 
These things kept students focused on academics.
